DIETETIC CRANKISM. 


D ie There Oan Be No General Rule foi 
Eating and 


Drinking. 
"A Chicago physician has recently taken 
a ition that there are more people 
every year by insufficiency of nour- 
» than by overloading their stomachs. 
The fact is, he says, that most people do not 
eatenough, and, above all things, they donot 


| @at meat enough. In direct opposition to 


this physician’s opinion, says the San Fran- 


brated Abernethy that one hundred people 
die of repletion to one of starvation. Won- 


derful as its advances have been, the 


science of healing is still far from being 
sxact. Given the same subject, the same 
conditions, and two examining physicians, 


be widely different. | 

One doctor will tel. a patient that 
the palpitation of the heart from which he 
is suffering is due to permanent cardiac 
weakness; while the second will assure him 
that it is ascribable to indigestion, and it is 
only a temporary trouble. Post-mortem 
examinations play havoc with the concrete 
wisdom ofan ante-mortemconsultation; and 
@ change of doctors without any change of 
disease invariably means a change of 
treatment. But the object of this article is 
not to arraign the medical profession, but 
to enter a protest against the harmful 
utterances of the hundred and one pro- 
fessors of dietetics who persist in con- 
founding their own stomachs with every 
body else’s stomach. A peculiarity of the 


authority on diet is that he is not content: 


with any thing less than a cure-all. 


Some time ago the announcement was, 


made that the demon of dyspepsia must be 
drowned in hot water, taken as a drink. 
Forthwith the dyspeptics began to scald 
their insides and then wondered why that 
which was tender before grew to be ten- 
derer still. Nor was the evil confined to 
this tenderness. The new order of caloro- 
hydropaths insisted that it was necessary 
to distend the stomach, and the stomack 
having once got into the habit of being dis- 
tended, was constantly demanding disten- 
sion. The desire so created was an urgent 
one, and acraving was set up which was 
quite as absolute in its way as that which 
arises from the use of ardent spirits or 
chloral. 

Directly opposed to the hot-water drink- 
ers were those who pinned their faith upon 
the sovereign efficacy of cold water as an 
article of diet. It is God’s own brewing. 
“Adam’sale,”’ they said, and the flowing 
streams, purling brooks and limpid lakes 
were pointed out as a pellucid proof that 
cold water war intended to be the universal 
drink of man, The stomach should be treated 
toa glassfulof this natural liquor before 
breakfast and there would be no more dys- 
pepsia, provided cold water was used and 


-plenty of it. Then arose another sect who 


declared that much cold water was just as 
harmful as much hot water, and very little 
eold water should be drunk, and none at all 
unless it had been boiled. It was just as 
absurd, said this sect, for a man to drink 
water inits natural state as it was for him 
to eat carrots or sheep’s trotters in their 


natural state. Every thing was full of low 


and dangerous forms of existence which 
had to be killed by heat before it was a fit 
article of food. Justas there were trichinz 
jn pork so there were microbes in water, 
and the man was a fool who ran the risk of 
taking in scarlet germs as he quenched his 
thirst atthe purling brook or endangered 
his childreh’s health by giving them horrid 
and unboiled bacteria out of the limpid 
lake. 

Against the gentlemen of the kettle anc 
cook-pot were arrayed the believers in a 
Edenic diet, who held that, so far as fooc 
was concerned, whatever is, is right, anc 
thataraw tureip was a very fit turnip. 
Nothing must be cooked, not even rice, and 
all that was necessary to achieve a lusty 
and well-preserved old age was to feed on 
uncooked vegetables and munch on unboiled 
cereals. These are but few examples of the 
stupid way in which some one particular 
food or fashion of feeding has been made to 
do duty as a general nostrum. The school 
of common sense is a good one to consult 
sometimes, and if its practitioners have 
only succeeded in mastering the truth that 
what is one man’s meat is another man’s 
poison, they have, at any rate, reached a 
safe seat. There can be nogeneral rule for 
eating, and the sooner we come to that con- 
clusion the better. Age, climate, occupa- 
tion, constitution have all to be considered 
before attempting any experiments in nu- 
trition. - -

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WATER SUPPLY IN CITIES. 


With Short Scraps of Their _Hapid Increase of its Use per 


fJapita. 

The struggle \oF New York to in- 
crease its supply of water and improve 
the quality has brought out ‘some in- 
teresting figures as to water supply in 
American cities generally. The in- 
habitants of Philadelphia are reported 


to use at present 100 gallons of water 
per capita; whereas in 1886 they used 
eighty gallons; in 1880, sixty-eight 
gallons; in 1860, thirty-six gallons, 
and in 1830 but seventeen gallons. 
This, of course, indicates not only an 
increased personal use of water, and, 
no doubt, increased average cleanli- 
ness of the persons and homes of the 
city, but a large increase of use for 
mechanical purposes. The policy of 
large cities is not to restrict the quan- 
tity used, but to increase the supply 
as a very positive sanitary measure, 
preventing the development of con- 
ditions favorable to scarlet fever, diph- 
theria and cholera.

Things Seen and Experienced While 
Flying Through the Clouds, 

To some extent rain retards upward prog- 
ress, but I have made a number of ascen- 
sions in the face of storms, writes Prof. 
King in the Nashville American. Snow, 
however, is much more of an obstacle, and 
inashort time will accumulate upon the 
top of the balloon sufficiently to drive it to 
the earth. The clouds are sometimes as 
much as three thousand feet from top to 
bottom when the sky is entirely overcast. 
Often even above such a body of cud may 
be seen smaller clouds with clear spaces ip 
between. When within one of these spaces 
the sensation is that of being in a vault. 
With the solid, snowy clouds below you 
and the smaller clouds below you being by 
perspective brought close around, it ap- 
pears as if you were in a cavern. 

I have been above the cloods during a 
snow-steorm, and the light of the moon

| shining so brightly through the rarified air 


produced an illumination rather super- 
natural. I have very frequently passed 
through frozen clouds This is where vapor 
has fallen below the freezing point and 
been congealed into a substance resembling 
fiour in appearance. This falls, and in 
doing so reaches a higher temperature, 
where the small particles are aggregated 
into flakes of snow. 

Some ciouds, however, present very much 
the appearance of a vail, and objects on the 
earth can be distinctly discerned from a po- 
sition above them: ; 

I have never known of an instance in 
which a balloon was hit by lightning. The 
thunder does not make a perceptibly great- 
er noise than when you are on the ground. 
The sound proceeds from the upper layers 
of clouds, as does also the ; and in 
many cases, when the lower strata appear 
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per currents are the most active, and a cy- 
clone or a wild storm is perhaps produced 
according as those upper currents descend

An Ordinance pertaining to sewerage in the 
town of Reno. 
[Adopted May 8th, 1889. ] 
Y VIRTUE OF THE POWER AND AU- 
thority conferred by the laws of the 
State of Nevada, the Board of County Com- 
missioners do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That no person shall construct 
or maintain, or suffer to be or remain upon 
his premises, or ~~ under his control, 
any privy or privy vault, cesspool, sink or 
drain, without contiecting the a by means 
of iron-stone, vitrified earthen or iron pipe, 
with the street or alley sewer, in such man- 
ner that it shall be e¢ ectually drained and 
purified, if there be a sewer in the street or 
alley on which said premises may now be 
or hereafter be situated, with which the same 
can be connected. Every drain or branch 
sewer hereafter constructed which shall con- 
nect with a dwelling or building, or with a 
privy, privy vault or cesspool, shall be pro- 
vided with some apparatus or means by 
which such drain or branch se-wer may be 
effectually flushed or cleansed: and, also, 
shall be pees with a trap or apparatus 
which will practically prevent the escape of 

ses from the sewer into such dwelling 

ouse, building, privy, privy vault or cesspool, 
which trap or apparatus shall be so con- 
structed and placed that it can be readily ard 
conveniently examined and inspected. 

Section 2. That it is hereby made the duty 
of all persons who are required to connect 
with the sewers as ehh cen in the foregoing 
section todo so within thirty days after hav- 
ing received a written or printed notice from 
the Chief of Police or any legally constituted 
police officer, whose duty itis, and shalt be, to 
serve said notice as soon as practical here- 


_ after upon all persons owning or controlling 


property adjoining or abutting any street or 
alley through which sewers are now or may 
hereafter be laid ; and shouldanysuch person 
or persons fail to make the connection within 
the said tim- or in the manner prescribed, or 
otherwise violate the provisions of the said 
Section One, he or she, or they, shall be 
deemed guilty of a nuisance, and, on convic- 
tion thereof, be fined in any sum not exceed- 
ing Two Hundred Dollars, or imprisoned in 
the County Jail any time not exceeding Sixty 
Days, or both such fine and imprisonment.
